THZ LETTER WAS GENUINE AND |

CONTAINED FACTS.

A Former American Settled in West-
ern Canada Flooded with Irquir.es.
A short time since a letter appeared

in these colomns signed by Mr., W. H.

Kinkade, of Alameda, Assiniboia, West-

ern Canada, wlich caused that gentle-

man to receive a great many inquiries,
most of them anxious to know if the
letter yjvas genuine. To a larze number
of the inquiries answers were sent, but
it w=s impossible to reply to all. We
take pleasure in submitting to our read-
ers a specimen of replies sent by Mr.

Kinkade:

“Yes, the letter dated Dec. 22, 1809,
supposed to have been written by me,
which you saw in your local papers,
wis genuine and contained faets. 1 will
gay of the iuformation received from
the Canadian Government agents prior
to coming here I did not find a single
untrue statement. The Canadian Gov-
ernwent is honorable, and its agents
dare not misrepresent this country, or
they would lose their jobs. There is
quite a4 bit of land for homesteading
yvet, a very little close to markst, but
mainly from six to twenty miles from
The country hereabouts is a
prairie, nearly level, slightly rolling;
rough country by any means.
Homestead entries cost 810: con laad
thiat has been cancelled there is a $0
cancellation fee extra, and Iin sone
cases an inspection fee of §5; and
where the former occupant has made
any substantial improvements theie
are small amounts to pay for improve-
inents. This is a poor place for a poor
man, unless he has brains and museie
and ‘git and grit,' but with these
requisites he can suceced, The popula-
tion of this part of Assinilbioia has dou-
bled during the past two years.

of SG11 the quarter costs him, inelud-

1 all interest. Paying for a quarter
of land that way is like keeping a life
insurance policy paid, only it dees not
inke so long to do it. By a man home-
steading one guarter and buying an-
other quarter gives him a chance to
have a 320-acre farm all his own and
have it paid for in ten years, and after
that he is sure of an easy living if he is
anyv zood at all.
